'ruE^suFiiEArn court assehts 

No one will io:ul the report of tlio pi u- 
ceedinga before tlio Supremo Court yea- 
terday in the mutter of the libel on Mr. 
Justice Gray without oxpttriencing i\ feol 
' ing of regret that it has been found necos- 
aarj', in the intereat of thoadminiatratioii 
of justice and in viiidiciitiun of tlie cbai - 
iictor of the jiuliciary and tlio le;^al pro- 
fession, to itillict an exeiupluiy lauush- 
uient oil the jmblishur uf a provincial 
newspaper. Tlio ruL^ret will not bu 
lessoned wliun it is known th;it the author 
of the libel is thoiiuntleinan wliu holds tliu 
re.fponaiblo position of legul advi.sor to 
tlie Crown, viz., the lion. J. U. Hett, 
nttonioy general of the pi-uvince. The 
oonnnuniculion which proved the means 
of bringing the publiahor of the Stuadurd 
■ before the court asserted that tlio jurlges 
. aro in the habit of privately discussing 
causes they aro about to hear with the coun - 
sol of one of the parties to the suit; ami 
that in tho matter of the Escininialt elec 
iion case Mr. Justice Gray liiul m^t nally 
granted Mr. Davio, counsel fur the puti 
thoiiers, a private hearing of the case lie- 
furo going on the bench and delivernig 
judgment. Tho public will understand 
Ih it tho judges could not »UoW a slander 
that atructed thoir characters and those o 
tho members of tlio legal profi-t.-iioii in a 
manlier ao seriuus to pass uiiiioticod. It 
became iiecefls.iry to stamp it na a libel 
and bring tlio publisher to the 15ar to 
answer for tho grave otl'onco. It was felt, 
from tho first, that the real culprit was 
not Mr. Smith, although, as a matter of 
course, he ooiihl not escapo from the re- 
aponsibility that attaches to tho publisher 
for the laches of corrospniuloiits ami eni- 
ployiJs. Althoii({li Mr. yniith's uaino a[)- 
ueara at the head of the eoluniiis as pub- 
liahor, he has never boon regarded as 
such in fact. lu tho several cases uf libel 
in which ho has previously figured as de- 
fendant, be has been able t(j escape by 
asserting ho did not write and did not 
know of the o.xisteuce of the oU'eiisive ar- 
ticle until ho saw it in print. When 
John Balden was eoifvicted of libelling a 
citizen in tho Standard and sentencod to 
a year's service in the chaiiigang, the 
publisher escapod keeping him company 
by showing that hu was not responsible 
for the appearance of tlio article, not- 
witliataiiding tho fact that ho wa.s paid 
for inserting it. In tho case of Elliott iv. 
Smith, tho latter published an nini'le 
apology— after having boon committed i^r 
trial— in the course of which ho pjUaded 
that ho was coiiipoUed to print iiKiny ar- 
ticles that -wore ropugiiant todecouoy and 
justice. Fnjni his many libel scrapes pre- 
vious to yesterday, the publisher of the 
Standard has emerged with his liberty 
unabridged and hia pocket intact. The 
affidavit of Mr. A. E. B. Davie, submit- 
ted to the court on Friday, alinwed tliat 
the letter of "Briton" was an unjusti- 
able and (may wo nnt say 1) malicious 
falsehood; that he saw Mr. Justice Ciray 
in ' chambers and in company with Mr. 
Drake on a matter foreign to the Esqui- 
mau oloction case; and that all the state- 
ments of "Briton" wero foundatiouless 
and inexcusable. Tho publisher of the 
Standard was given till Monday to slu>w 
cause why he should not be subjected to 
tine and iinprisoniiiont for the grievous 
ofl'ence. Yesterday tho court reom was 
well tilled and when the ease was called, 
Mr. Drake rend an afBdavit of the de- 
fondant humbly apologising fur tho of- 
fence, declaring that he did not read tho 
letter until it had appeared in print, and 
indicating Mr. J. II. llett (the attorney 
general) as tho author of tho letter. The 
surrender of Mr. Untt's name created a 
marked sensation in court. Of all men 
it was thought that he — by courtesy the 
loadfcr of the har — would be the last 
found attaokii'g tb.e eliaractera I'f tho 
judges and besmirch iiig the reputation of 
luombers of the bar. Jf no other consid- 
eration had stayed his hand, tho reflec- 
tion that he holds a high and honorable 
position under tho governmont should 
have caused hiin to hesitate bofuro indict- 
ing his contemptible libel and carrying it 
for publication to a publisher whose 
knowledge of thu editorial profession is 
so slight that he is incapable of disting- 
uishing an injurious libel on a woman or 
a judge from a 50 cent puff of a circus or 
tho special advcrtiaemoiit of a fjuack doc- 
tor. The Chief Justice characterized tho 
offence in terms which, though severe, 
when all the circumstances are weighed, 
cannot but be regarded as richly moiited, 
and concluded by fining tho publisher the 
sum of §250 and co.sts; directing him in 
addition to insert tho affidavit and tlie 
apology in The Colonist aa well as his own 
journal. Under these circamstaiices, we 
think, it will be acknowledged that, so 
far as the publisher is concerned, substan- 
tial justice has been done. Some aro 
disposed to regard the fine as evcc-isivc; 
hut when it is boiiu! in mind that fur a 
fliinilar oH'eiice tho Lord Mayor of Dub- 
lin was recently fined £500 and sent to 
prison for a term of six months, the pun- 
ishment must bo Togarded as very len- 
ient. Others think that the tine Bhould 
have been at least §1000 with a month's 
impriBoiiment. But as this is the lirsl 
caao in 22 years where the court ha.s 
bIiowu its power, and aa the penalty is 
iinpooed as a "scarecrow" fur future li- 
bollors, we think the end has been at- 
tained by the imposition of the moderate 
fine named. Others blame Mr, Kniitli fcjr 
■urrondering the name of his chne.ipoiid- 
ent. — charging him with poltruoiiery and 
a breach of coulidciico toward a govern- 
ment to whoso generosity ho owes tho 
presoiit. existence of lii.s newspaper. ^V'e 
do not hold with this class of persons, 
either. The communication was handed 
in by Mr. Hott. It libelled tho profos 
aiou of which Mr. Hett is a member. 
Tho coinmuriication, after publication, 
was shown to bo entirely untrue and ma- 
licious. Tho charges wero preferred at a 
time when the writer was smarting un- 
der tho adverse doi.i-iion of the court in 
tho raaltor of his seat in the house. In 
support of tho allcHation of malico the 
reader is reminded that the very tir.-st act 
of tho attcirney general in dufoiidniL; his 
right to sit in the house was to charge 
that tlio learned judge (Gray) had an in- 
terest'in the'ciiae and Was consequently 
disqualiCed' from sitting. Tho ab.su rdity 
of this nccusaticm was so palpable that 
it fell to tho ground boiioatli its own 
weight and siiico tlie commeiiceuioiit of 
proceedings iu the election matter Judge 
Gray has been tho object of inuondo in 
the columns of tho Standard, wliich the 
governmont cunlcols. Those in'uoiidoes 
culminated on Friday in tlie infamous 
lettar which everyone now knows was 
penned by Mr. licit. Smith, therefore, 
liuding that ho had been docoived 
traced/ and, ascertaining that hia^pocket 
and ponlbn wore in darige'r..o?'! depletion — 
the iirst from thu impoaiUon of a treuien- 
doUB iiuo and the latter from a contpul- 



gory diet of prison faro — surrendered thn 
name of his corrosxiondeut. He acted 
with a due regard to his own safety and 
showed that he ])0sse3aes a keen apprecia- 
tion of tho first law of Nature, 

British Columbia has reason to bo proud 
of her judiciary. In all the turmoils of 
pSrty strife, the changes of 'government, 
the tranaferrence of supreme authority 
from Groat Britain to Canada, the judi- 
ciary has been and still is tho sheet anchor 
to which the people have over trusted. 
They have reiiosed implicit eontidunco in 
the purity, tho fairness anil tho eveii- 
handedness of tho bench, whicli has on 
more than one occasion stood between 
tho public and the oppressive acts of tho 
governmont. British Columbia is justly 
proud of her judiciary, and the judges 
will bo referred to with sontiiiionts of 
admiration and estuein long after tho 
[U'ovinco shall have furi^'utteii that tho 
Smiths and the lletts of the [jiescut day 
L'vor strutted their brief hour uii the po- 
litical stage. The swift puiiisliiiiont that 
has overtaken one of tho libellora will 
serve as a warning to writers who may be 
disposed to adopt the same disreputable 
means to "have it out" with a judge 
whu has rendered an adverse decision. 
\^ all the judgement of yesterday thu 
career of tho professional libeller camo 
to an end. Tho court has shown that as 
tlioro is no person too low to demand and 
receive protection at their hands, there 
ia no offender too high to be beyond their 
reach.

Sin: — .-Xs it i.s gciienilly uialer-stood 
that the new .stei'u wIuh;! ateuincr the 
R. P. Itithet of tlie Pioneer lint! i.s to 
he placed on tho route bulwi'eu Victo- 
ria and Yale as a through boat to car- 
ry passengers and freight, "We ibo 
undersigned beg to enter our jirotest 
1 L;niiist the said .steamer being allowed 
lu run a.s a tlirougli boat for the fol- 
lowing rensoim: 

That she ia a vessel of one hundred 
and Beventy four feet hull and about 
200 feet over all, including her wheel, 
with 29 feet of dead Hat and her depth 
of hold is entirely iiiKuQlcient for a 
vo.s.sel of her dimensions. 

That litT floor and aide timbii H are 
only sided up about -1 inches and 20 
inches from centre to centre except un- 
der tho fire-bo.\ of the boiler, wlinro 
sonic extra limbcrK liave been ]iut in 
(lend flat on the floor, not running uj) 
the Hide.H, and givo one tho im|jreHsioii 
they must have been put in more to 
protect the .steamer against rubbing on 
the river bottom tiiun to strengthen 
linr in a seaway. 

That Bomo of her .side tiniLers are 
irregular, some being 4 inches over, 
and h(-r side and tloor ti rubers are fas- 
tened only with "Ji inch screw bolts 
so that the boat is almost in two pieces 
and several of the tin; hers aro merely 
cut out of straight planking. 

That tlie clamp and shear streaks 
are insufficiently fastened, being too 
liylit altOf»etlier. 

That the deck beams are only .t by 
1, with the exception of I which are 
larger, but all are very poorly fastinied 
to the clamp and uliear streaks. 

That she is only provided with hog 
chains anil [iohts,like any ordinary rivor 
Hteanier, but according to her size and 
dinien.sion.s she is not really as heavily 
liniherod n.s the ordinary, and is unable 
to cope with a heavy m^ii. 

That her draft of water is only 
about from 24 to 36 inches, and her 
rudder can have very little hold on 
the water in any small seaway. 

That lior propelling power is fur too 
limited for the trnile she is (sngaged in, 
I coiKsistini,' us it docs of only two 20 
inch cylinders with a live feet 
stroke. 

That she is not coiled inside and her 
fuNtenings are altogether out of propor- 
tion and too small. 

That the fore and aft bulkheads are 
about 1 inches thick, made of 
tongued iiiul groovetl boanling, which, 
when dried and shrunk by tho beat of 
the boiler, will be of no use whatever, 
and can neither be caulked or wedged, 
a.s tliey are only put together with 
small nails. 

That her lower house is 9 feet higll, 
and e.\t('mls tin; whole leiiL'th of tho 
boat, with llie excifptioii of about thir- 
ty feet for a forecastle ; the main sa- 
loon (ill the top of the above montionod 
hiiuse is seven feet high, extending the 
whole length of tlie upper deck, e.\cept 
about 10 feet aft, and along tho whole 
length of the top main saloon there is a 
skylight about three feet high and above 
all is the pilot-lioe.se, making over thirty 
foot out of the water, and to sustain all 
this frame and enormous housework only 
about two feet six inches of the said 
steamer are undi-r water. Ilor lower 
house is the , same width as her hull, viz: 
153 feet si.x inches. 

That tho steam pipes and connections 
are all fastened to boiler deck beams, and 
tho least working of the hull or house- 
work would break some pipes or connec- 
tions and the ateamur would become u II 
maiiage.iblo and entirely at the rnercy of 
thu wind and waves; altogolhur her linll 
is too fragile to withstand tlie weather 
to bo frequently eucountored in crossing 
tho Gulf of Georgia. 

That owing to her enormcus house- 
work it is impossible to work sails to ad- 
vantage; in fact we believe there ia no 
provision made for musts or sails, and 
therefore in tho event of meeting with an 
accident mi the open gulf or rough weath- 
er the Uvea of any passengers on board 
H'ould bo seriously endangered. 

If steamers of this class are allowed to 
run across the gulf, stoamera of a more 
substantial class such as the Western 
Sloiie will not be built; for as you well 
know, it ia a great object in ouilding tho 
rivor steaniura to have them assli^fht and 
light aa [icssible, ao as to incrbaso their 
freight carrying capacity. 

Wo would suggest that no steamer of 
the aforementioned dimenaions should re- 



ceive a certificate to engage in tho through 
trade unless .well and substantially built, 
as for instance: she should have a frame 
of nut leas than 12 s inches, not more 
than 10 inches from'ccntre to conf J, nor 
loss lhan 8 or 10 inches dead raise, with 
a good round bilge, and a good long 
on each timber to give a good lap on tloor 
and aide timbers, and strongly bolted to- 
gether with J or I inch iron well clinched. 
She should not liavo less than 1-4 or 15 
feet depth of bold, unless she has circu- 
lar arches and should bu strongly coiled 
inside, v.t least down to the bilge. 

yiio should also be supplied with good 
and atrong masts and at least with a fore- 
sail, iiiaiiisail and jib. 

Wo have no doubt that great pressure 
will be brought to hoar upon you to in- 
duce you to grant a certificate to enable 
the steamer .to ruu lipon the through 
routo, especially from a largo number of 
thu public who aro not aware of the dan- 
gers incurred by a boat of this claus run- 
ning the gulf. 

Wo bring these inaltoiH now ollicinlly 
to your notice and fool sure that you will 
iiot allow any private intoresls to iiilUi- 
eiice you in granting a cei'tilieatu tu any 
.steamer to ongttgu in tho through traRlo 
that is not in every way fitted for tlio 
service.

Smith fQr pt)bliahing a cumaiunication in 
tho Smni/anriiowspa'per impugning the 
conduce of a judge of the Supremo 
Court. 

Mr. M. W. T. Drake Hi)i)oarcd for de- 
fendant and road the rule aisi by which 
his client had been auimuonod before the 
full court and the oonnnunicntion in ques- 
tion. Mr. McK., Smith appeared Jn an- 
swer to tlie rulo'. An affidavit frtTm the 
defendant was read: 

It Bot forth that the defendant had no 
knowledge of the content.iof the libelloua 
letter until it appeared in [ vini, that it 
was handed to one of hi.s einployi!.-i by 
Mr. J. 11. Hett (attorney general), that 
h6 ■ hud never publiahod defamatory arti- 
cles on tho judges and that he deeply re- 
gretted tlio appearance of this letter and 
humbly apologized therefor. 

'J'he learned counsel remarked that 
after tho ample a[iology which had been 
given by his client he hoped that the 
court would deal na leniently ua possible 
with the case.

Drake, that anything yuu have aaiil i>oos 
in juuiitieatiun of the defendant's con- 
duct ( 

Mr. Drake did nut think that anything 
more could ho aaid in e.ttenuation of 
tho publication of the communication.

"Briton" and Smith woidd not afi'ect the 
atanding of any court. The slanders of 
ten thousand .such lellows are no more 
harmful than the barking of a dog at one's 
hofls; yot you will turn back to kick the 
barking dot.'. It js not in;; the- interest 
of the oourt, but in that of the public ad- 
mini.- tration of Jt)stip0 that this libel is 
now noticed. - I 

Mr. Drake said he could not take 
any other ate|)8 than ho had taken with 
regard to his client. lie was not there : 
to defend Mr. IJett. 

The Chief Justice — Tlic court only took , 
cognizanco of lh(jso things w hen they are \ 
brought under their notice and as this \ 
hud been done oilleinlly the court must ', 
deal with it en its merits.. ,J4,e wished to I 
know whether Mr. Davie hrtd any remarks j 
to make on tho case. 

Mr. .-\. H. 13. Davie wa.s ])erfoetly satis- 
fied with tho iiinple apology that had been 
rendered ill . the aflidavit.' Tho bar had 
also been libelled; but the apology ho 
tlmiight was suUiciont. lie could only 
hnpo that the coiirt would deal loniontly 
with the clofende'nt. 

'J'he Cln'uf Justice- Do you wi.sh to 
have the matter dropped, Mr. Davie. 

Jlr. Davie in reply said that although 
the bar had buun attacked as well as the 
court yet so far as ho was concerned ho 
would leave the matter entirely in the 
bauds uf the court. 

The Chief Justice— -Wo will adjourn 
this court for an hour in onU-r to take 
into consideration tho allidavit of the de- 
fendant and consult with brother judges 
aa to wh;it shnll be done under the cir- 
cumatnnces. 

At 2 o'clock the jourt reasaoiobled, 
every available seat being, again occu- 
pied. 

The Chief .luatico aaid a contribution had 
appeared in tho tituHdard newspaper ami 
they wore now obliged to take guch steps 
as would prevent a recurrence of suoh 
libels. Tho dofendatit, Mr. Smith, 
had in his aflidavit admitted that tho 
conuaunication was libellous. 'J'he quou- 
tion was what steps Ghould be taken in 
the matter. He quotea from a decision 
in tho case of the Queen rs. Hoi brook, 
and then road tho allidavit which had 
been submitted to the court wherein it 
was urged that defendant did not see that 
the article in (lueHtion contained anythiny 
HbelKuia ami that ho had never publishuil 
j anything before that, had en.st any refiec- 
! tiou on the court. His loidslii[j pointed 
j out a strange inconsistene}' in the athilavit 
1 and then said that personally ho did not 
I wish to be harsh with tho only defendant 
I that wits before tho eourt at present. Ho 
' M.iH willing to accept the first paragraiih 
l' ks ULiiij^ ahdolutely oonect. 'J'he tecond 
[iaragra[ih aritsorta that nothing oftbnsivo 
would have appeared if the communioa- 
tion had boon perused. But tho writer 
nuist have have obtained his information 
from Bome source and had ho (the learned 
chief justice) been told that any gentle- 
man connected with the bar had 
j^iveii the infiu-mation from which tho 
libellous contribution was compiled ho 
would have aaid it was an untruth. It 
waa oqiially iiniiossible that tho judjto 
Could have given tho information. Mr. 
Mr. Davie and Hon . Justice Gray wore 
tho only parties that know anything about 
what had transpired on tho occasion in 
(jueatioii; certainly Smith knew nothing 
whatever about it. Singularly enough a 
libel cfise had been before the courts for 
months in England, nati|ely, Belt vt. 
Scott, A [)aper that published a libel 
went it cut to the four winds of Heaycji. 
Unfortunately publishers were too much 
in the habit of printing inflammatory and 
Bonsational artiules in order to' make their 
pai)ers sell. It waa quite oonipoteut for 
the court to inllict a heavy fjnu, or a tine 
with iinpriaoiimont ii) addition. The 
learned chief justice referred to the re- 
cent case in Dublin when theljord .Mayor 
had b.co'i 'iued £500 and imprisoned liko- 
>vise fof st:>tiiig in a ncwpsper thaf. tho 
jurymen wore drunk while sitting on a 
murder o-ase. That aesertiou was not 
more iiijiirioim than the one under con- 
sideration, and the House of Coinmousof 
which the defendant was a member sus- 
tained the judgment of the court. Until 
to day the learned chief justice did nut 
know Mr. Smith. , He ' understood he 
bore a good general aharactor imd he now 
said to him personally that he ought to 
j )jo moro careful in dallying with an in- 
atrunient of the dangerous and intlamraH- 
b\g natur.e of a printing proas. ,THe.,ohief 



justice considered it was unnecessary for 
him to enlurtio on the inaecioUB character 
of this libel. Imiuigraiits are invit.id to 
come here and when here are tqld ^Itat^ 
that courts are corrupt and tho barffsterlj" 
not to bo trusted. The publiahors of the 
Standaid should exercise duo di-scretion 
on his part as to what ho admitted to hia 
colunma. Much consideration had bean 
given by himaelf and brother judges aa 
to what the fine in this caao^ should bo 
and whether a terra of imprisonment 
should bo added; or whether the defend- 
ants apology ahould bo taken aa sufficient 
reparation for the oti'once. The conclu- 
aion arriven at was that a fine of £50 or 
§1200 ahould be iuipoaed and that it and 
costs should bo paid within '2-1 hours or 
thedufendunt would bo incarcerated. 

Mr. Davie said that there wore no costs 
on tho otlier side. 

T!ic Chief Justice— As there are no 
costs the procuedings so far ua dof'-ndant 
was concerned would be put an end to. 
Nothing had been aaid about imprison- 
ment in default because ho supposed tho 
tine would bo paid. 

Mr. Drake inforniod tho court that the 
fine would bo paid within the 24 hours. 

Subsequently the chief juaticc made an 
order that tho alfiilavit and apology should 
bu published in The CulonLt and Stand- 
aid aiinultaneuusly.

I feet of dead flat and her depth of hold is 
entirely inauUlciout for a vessel of her 
dimensions. 

That her floor and side timbers aro only 
sided up about 4 inches anil 20 inches 
from centre to centre except under tho 
tiro-box of tho boiler, where some ektra 
timbers liave boon put in dead flat on tho 
thjor, not running up the side.i, and give 
one tfie impression they must have boon 
put in more to protect the steamer against 
rubbing on tho river buttotu than to 
stroiigtlicn her in a seaway. 

Tliatsome of hor side timbers aro irregu- 
lar, some heing -i inchos over, and her 
side and flour timbers aro fadtelied ouly 
with '2k inch screw bolts so that the boat 
ia almost in two pieces and several of the 
timbers are merely cut out of straight 
planking. 

That the clamp and shear streaks aro 
inauUiciontly fastened, being too light 
altogether. 

That tho ileck beams are only 3 by -1, 
with the excoptioti of 4 which aro larger, 
but all are very poorly fastened to the 
clamp and Blioar.sireaks. 



That'" she is only provided with hog 

chains and posts, like any ordinary river 
steamer, but according to liur .size and 
diineusiona she ia not really aa heavy tim- 
bered as the ordinary, and is unable to 
cope with a heavy sea.
